The caao of tho people va. W. A. San- 


ders, charged with forging the name of 
William Wootton to a *MOO draft, waa 
aubmitted to tho jury without argu- 
ment yesterday forenoon. It waa about 
11 o'clock when tho jury retired, but up 
to midnight no agreement had been 
reached. It ie almost certain that the 
jury will disagree. It is reported that 
eight are for conviction and four for ac- 
quittal. 


It waa a matter of considerable sur- 


prise that tho attorneys decided not to 
argue the case. Everybody was in ex- 
pectation of hearing some forensic elo- 
quence, and many, expressions of dis- 
appointment were heard. 
Now the 


prosecution ie aorry that it did not iu- 
Bist on arguing. 
"Wo thought 
the 


facta were so plain," said Attorney 
Hinds, "that there was no need of ar- 
guing them to the jury." 


The defense closed ita case about half 


an hour after the convening of court 
yesterday morning. A. G. Sanders, the 
18-yvar-old son of the defendant, testi- 
fied that iu 1888 H tall man with a heavy 
mustache drove up to their home, 
during the absence of the witness' par- 
ents, and aaked for Professor Sanders. 
The defense of course meant to estab- 
lish the existence of John lCnausch,tho 
man with ihti fainouB mustache, by this 
testimony. Mrs. Handera waa called to 
testify to an unimportant matter. 


The prosecution placed only ono wit- 


ness ou the stand in rebuttal. He wao 
J. L. Boone, who was tho railroad ticket 
agent at Travor in 1894. He awore that

At thia point the attorneys, who had 
ado an agreement 
previoUBly, ivn- 


ounced that they would Bubrnit tho 
IBO without argument. 
Judge Webb then read hia instructions 
o tho jury, which in the main wttro of 
10 uaual character.
